Contrast his attitude with that of the 
President in the coal and rail strike crisis. 
The President has met the situation with 
courage, sanity and strength. If he had 
exhibited one instant of the wobbling 
course of California's Governor this nation 
might now be facing a terrible disaster. 

Mr. Stephens's attitude is a glaring rev- 
elation. Although one to bring down dis- 
grace upon California and mortification to 
Californians, it has been, in a way, a for- 
tunate disclosure. 

It is perhaps just as well that the pitiful 
weakness of Gov. Stephens has disclosed 
itself in time to prevent a worse disaster. 

His spineless course of inaction in this 
strike has shown with distressing clarity 
that it would be unsafe to intrust him with 
the graver situations that may, unhappily, 
develop in the future. N 

Four years more of Gov. Stephens might 
well find us confronted with a worse and 
more dangerous storm; a storm in which 
the old ship would find herself wallowing 
helpless in the trough of no one knows 
what terrible seas while the captain lay 
in his cabin below, with his head hidden 
in the bed clothes. 

Personally, Mr. Stephens is an amiable 
and charming gentleman; but California 
dares not face the future with a weak and 
indecisive man as Governor.

Perhaps we 
have let him put up a house for us and 
when we move in we find that it totters 
under our weight and the paint blows off 
with the west wind. Verily there is a lot 
of filmsy construction when we come to 
size up our new possessions. It is a fine 
thing to build a home, but the owner should 
watch it Iike a hawk in all its stages. 


One trouble is that there has been such 
a vast amount of building that almost 
everybody seems to have gone into the 
game. Men have been building churches 
who should be assembling kennels. Men 
have been assuming the responsibilities of 
a master carpenter who are not qualified 
to drive tacks in a barn door. They have 
taken contracts to build homes when they 
are hardly competent to design a respec- 
table hen-house. The result has been a 
lot of cheap and incompetent work. . 


If a man wants a cheap huose he will 
get just that. If he can build it himself 
or be of practical assistance in the con- 
struction he is all right. He can protect 
himself. But if he is a stranger at the 
game or does not know which end of a 
hammer to use in doing his knocking he 
is going to get a house of cards. He is 
going to get a cheap house in everything 
but the money. He is likely to pay a 
princely price for a puny home. If a man 
wishes a home or a building of any pre- 
tensions at all it will pay him to begin 
with a competent architect and obtain com- 
plete plans and specifications. After that 
he should do business with a reliable and 
competent contractor who is prepared to 
furnish a bond guaranteeing complete com- 
pliance with the drawings. Then he may 
feel reasonably safe and will not feel called 
upon to watch the driving of every nail. 
But without this expensive byt commend- 
able preliminary building a home is attend- 
ed with hazards. The owner should be on 
the job as much as the man who is sup- 
posed to be doing the work. When it 
comes to paying the bills he is rather war- 
ranted in playing the role of Shylock. He 
should see that he gets his pound of flesh. 
Many a man has paid his carpenter and 
lumber bills only to find that he has been 
building a house for another fellow. Not 
long ago a careless and confiding nonresi- 
dent who wished to have a home awaiting 
his coming to Los Angeles learned that he 
had paid a fancy figure for a very ordinary 
home which was not even on his lot. When 
the builder has no responsibility behind 
him and is sluggish in meeting his cred- 
itors it is of vital importance that the pros- 
pective home-owner watch every step. He 
must see that he has receipted bills for 
every item of material that has gone into 
the construction and he must know that 
every workman who has been employed in 
the construction has received his wages. 
Otherwise when he attempts to move in he 
may find himself confronted by a flock of 
liens of various kinds. The law protects 
the dealers who furnish the materials for 
building construction. It protects the work- 
men. To a large extent it protects the 
contractor.

Trend of Political Thought and

By the Sentry on His Beat 
Dist.-Atty. Woolwine is getting 
ready to tour the State in a stren- 
uous campaign to advance his can- 
Gidacy for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor. He plans to 
speak in all the large communi- 
ties. In a preliminary campaign 
statement he says: 

“The burdens of the District 
Attorney's office have been so great

sition to my nomination within 
the ranks of my own party, but I 
am being opposed by a few profes- 
sional politicians here in Los An- 
geles county for the reason that 
they know full well that if I am 
elected Governor of this State that 
great office will run for the 
benefit of all the people and that 
there will not be at any time the 
remotest chance of anyone receiv- 
ing a special privilege of any na- 
ture.
